HEARS VERNON 



Before a crowded house, Inst Mon- 
day night at St- James Church. Dr 
William T, Vernon, former Register 
frilled States Treasurer, delivered bis 
lajnoita address. "The .Negro and World 
Wide Democracy,* Dr. Vernon told 
his audience that the time has come 
whan we cannot afford to'he silent or 
Indifferent on the things that to deep- 
ly concern our welfare. "The tight la 
on," laid' the speaker, "and oars It o 
righteous cause. No man It defeat- 
ed unlets he blnuell acknowledge; 
hit defeat. In these tlmea. It require* 
men. true men, as leads n of oar race, 
men with a vision. Ws must soppOrt 
man who are real true leaders of 
our race, I have no patience with 
those who tell us to wait. In am tlnd 
of the white people selecting fas i 
Moses every two or three years. We 
want a Joshua, a fighter, to laad at
